1958 saw badly needed equipment added to the City of 
Somesworth’s departments. Left to right are the Caterpiller 
tractor which makes possible the Sanitary Fill System of Dump 
Control; the 500 gallon combination tank and pumper; and the 
International L-192 garbage truck with 16-yard Gar Wood packer. 


- This new Mack truck with a reversible plow and wing was added 
to the Highway Department equipment for winter-time snow work. 


These are the new quarters for the Somersworth Water Works— 
a chance for the city to make use of the old Pumping Station. 


From this site came the new, clear supply of drinking water. 
For years the need for a third well has been recognized: work last 
year brought to the city a huge new supply of municipal water. 


The Somersworth Police Department expanded into these long- 
needed new quarters last year in the Old City Hall. The additional 
space provides an office room for the Chief of Police; a waiting 
room for the Municipal Court; and a reception room for visitors. 


To meet the need of hauling water to outlying areas and to 
provide extra coverage at the station during a fire, the city last year 
purchased this combination tanker-pumper to make the local Fire 
Department one of the finest in the state. 


This was the City dump befor Sanitary Fill was adopted. Neigh- 
bors complained of smoke, filth and rats. 


This is the City Dump after Sanitary fill control was adopted 
last year. The Caterpiller tractor compacts the garbage and rubbish. 
At the end of the day sand is poured over the compacted rubbish, 
eliminating any health hazards and putting an end to the existence 
of rats. 


Skilled, full-time planning help is on duty in Somersworth for 
a 15-month period under a federal and state grant of funds which 
were supplemented by a city appropriation under the federal Urban 
Planning Assistance Program. From this program will come such 
urgently needed planning tools as a Land Use Map. 


1958 saw the start of the long-awaited reconstruction of High 
Street fron the Dover city line to Indigo Hill Road. State “2unds 
made possible the complete rebuilding of the road into a new, modern 
super highway which is the pride of communities in Southeastenr New 
Hampshire. Plans have now been completed to continue the road re- 
construction program from Indigo Hill Road the remainder of the 
way into the High Street business district. The work will be carried 
out at a great saving to taxpayers due to the use of men and mach- 
ines already on the job for the State project. 


Among the new lengths of sidewalk constructed or repaired dur- 
ing 1958 was the all-new stretch from West High Street along 
Cemetery Road to the High School. A complete new fence was also 
erected around the football field along the edge of the sidewalk.

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Mayor Charpentier's Valedictory 


Mayor-Elect Nadeau, 

Members of the City Council, 

City Officials, 

Somersworth High School Students, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This day and these ceremonies will bring to a close my four years 
of service as Mayor of this city. 


The time has come for me to turn over to my duly elected succes- 
sor the authority, the duties and the resonsibilities of the office. 


As I do so, I wish to express to the citizens of Somersworth my 
sincere thanks for having given to me the opportunity to serve in this 
capacity. 


I wish sincerely to thank, also, the City Officials, members of the 
City Council, the School Board, and others who have so generously 
cooperated and so ably assisted in efforts to make this administration 
successful. 


And it is my hope that what we have done during the past four 
years will produce long-lasting benefits to Somersworth and to its 
people. 


A person does not serve long in the office of Mayor without fully 
realizing the fact that—regardless of what he may do—he cannot 
hope to satisfy everyone. 


It was for this reason that it was decided early in this administra- 
tion, that, because we could not do all that needed to be done, we 
would do first those things that would provide the greatest benefits 
to the largest number of our citizens. 


It was for this reason that immediate need and lasting and widely 
shared benefits were made the deciding factors in consideration of all 
projects. 


Because the project met these tests and because we felt that we 
could no longer gamble with the future well-being of our school 
children, we moved at once to erect this new High School Building. 


Without sacrificing anything fundamental in the appearance, the 
soundness of construction and the utility, we obtained this building at 
a per square foot cost that was lower than that for any similar school 
building erected in New Hampshire during the same period. 
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It is our belief that, while we assured to our children their rightful 
heritage, we adequately protected the interests of our taxpayers and 
obtained for them one of the greatest bargains in local history. 


Because we believed that we could not longer gamble with the 
lives and property of our citizens, we rebuilt the Fire Department to 
peak efficiency. The Central Fire Station was enlarged and the 
antiquated Hook and Ladder Truck, which was more than 30 years 
old, was replaced by a modern 85-foot aerial ladder truck. 


This, together with the purchase of other important equipment, 
brought to the firemen a high moral and restored confidence in the 
Department among property owners. 


As the administration progressed, we carried thru water and sewer 
extensions that required heavy expenditures, made extensive road 
repairs and improvements, enlarged the City Barn, and renovated city 
properties. 


Because we refused to gamble in the matter of financial stability 
and integrity and because we wanted to guarantee to the taxpayers of 
Somersworth fairness and equality in the sharing of the tax burden, 
we carried thru a program of revaluation and equalization. 


This program has proven so effective and so successful that it 
has attracted state-wide attention and is being studied and copied by 
other New Hampshire cities and towns. 


We, of this administration, are proud of the fact that—in the 
spending of nearly $700,000 for projects necessary to rehabilitation and 
progress—there was never the taint of waste or extravagance and 
there was never a threat to our financial stability. 


We take pride in the fact that our financial standing today is such 
that—in case of necessity or emergency—we could borrow as much as 
$500,000 for school construction and more than a quarter of a million 
dollars for other purposes. 


One fact that was forcefully impressed upon me in my experience 
as Mayor is that—as a community as in our personal affairs— we can- 
not long continue to make very heavy expenditures without serious 
results. 


While it is true that there are times and circumstances in which 
it may be sound economy to make needed expenditures, it is very 
important that we know when to call a halt, 


In times when our citizens—who must put up the tax money— 
are feeling an economic and financial pinch, it is of very great 
importance that we proceed with caution in municipal affairs. 
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In such times, we should strive to provide the bread and butter 
and the meat and potatoes of municipal life. 


The more luxurious menus can await more prosperous times. 


Progress being a continuing challenge in a growing community 
such as Somersworth, my successor as Mayor is certain to be con- 
fronted with his share of problems. 


In his efforts to bring about solutions of these problems, he will 
need—and is entitled to—the continued cooperation and assistance of 
members of his administration and of citizens in general. 


In the best interests and for the future welfare of Somersworth 
and its people, it is my sincere hope that such cooperation and 
assistance will be forthcoming in abundance and that Almighty God 
will guide and direct him.

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Mayor’s Message To City Council 


Monsignor Benoit, members of the clergy, gentlemen of the City 
Council, ladies and gentlemen of the School Board, other past and 
present members of our official city family, guests, and friends: 


In the last seven years, the City of Somersworth has grown in 
population by over 12%. Today, more than 8100 people live within our 
boundaries. It is obvious, that as the population of a city increases, the 
need for additional services also increases. This additional need is gen- 
erally in the area of schools, water, sewerage, sidewalks, and roads. I 
am well aware, as I know most of you are, of the problems which now 
exist in these areas. For the record, let’s look at some of these problems. 


Schools 


During the year 1958, in order to keep pace with additional state 
requirements, increased pupil load, an important teacher salary sched- 
ule, an additional teacher, and the rising costs of materials and sup- 
plies, the School Board will submit to the City Council a record budget 
of $218,340.58, an increase from 1957 of $39,124.66. This will mean 
an increase in our present tax rate of approximately $3.00. 


Sidewalks 


There is a great need for sidewalk construction in every Ward in 
our city. The most important areas are the major routes our children 
use in traveling to and from school. Therefore, sidewalks leading to 
and from the High School, Junior High School, Chandler, St. Martin’s 
and Holy Trinity should be of first concern to us in new sidewalk con- 
struction. 


Road Re-construction 
In addition to keeping up the oiling program for the roads of our 
city, it will be important in the next few years to think of reconstruct- 
ing roads such as lower High Street, sections of Main Street, Green 
Street, Washington Street, and part of Indigo Hill Road. 


Dump 

Another problem which we have to face in the next year or two, 
is the dump situation. We must provide some sort of sanitary fill. Burn- 
ing, which we have done in the past, is not an answer, for it causes 
additional work for our fire department, and is dangerous to the homes 
in the arca. We must also keep in mind, as we look ‘or a sensible 
solution to this problem, the present and future value of the property 
in that area, as well as the danger to health which always exists with 
an open dump. 


Yire Department 
The Fire Department will make a request to the City Council for 
a badly needed tank truck. This would not only provide additional pro- 
tection against fire, but could be used during water shortages to fill 
wells in our outlying areas. 


Sewerage 
As a result of a detailed survey of the sewerage problem in our 
city, City Engineer Harold V. Sheahan has pointed out that we proba- 
bly couldn’t stand the expense of a treatment plant until our popula- 
tion reaches 10-12,000 people. Although we know a sewerage problem 
nov exists to some decree, I think you will agree that we couldn’t 
put ourselves to the expense of a treatment plant right now. 


Water 
In 1957, studies and recommendations by Mr. Sheahan were ap- 
proved by the Water Commissioners. These studies called for a new 
well which will be very necessary for the coming water demand. 


The first steps in this project have already been taken and a new 
deep well and pumphouse is scheduled for early spring of 1958. 


Additional water extensions may also be undertaken as part of the 
overall Public Works Improvement Program. 


Public Works 
In order to keep up with the increased demand for additional city 
services, the Highway Department will request a new garbage truck 
and a truck with a dump body. They also feel there is a grave need for 
a Back Hoe and Bucket Loader combination for sewer and catch basin 
work. This piece of equipment would also be used by the Waiter De- 
partment. 


The Public Works Commissioner will also request 3 or 4 addi- 
tional men during the spring and summer for oiling and sidewalk work. 


Burleigh School 
The Burleigh School is a large parcel of city owned property, 
which, right now, is not being used. Several people have expressed an 
interest in this property, and I will give them any help that I can, in 
again putting it to some good use. 
Pumping Station 
Several parties have expressed an interest in the pumping station 


for industrial purposes. My. administration will cooperate fully with 
anybody who wishes to use that property. 


I have spent the last few minutes telling you of some of the prob- 
lems that our city must look at in the next few years. There is no 
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question that there are many more. I’ve spent the last two months 
trying to learn and know of these problems. My approach during the 
next two years will be, with the help and cooperation of our City 
Council, to look at each and every one of them, and do first things 
first, within what our city can afford. I think it is important that 
anything we do, be of benefit to the greatest number of our people. 


Before I leave you today, I would like to talk about the Health 
Insurance Program for all city employees that I mentioned during my 
campaign. This is one particular project that I will ask our council to 
study right away. We will investigate it very thoroughly, bringing in 
ail of the major insurance companies, in an attempt to find the best 
possible plan at lowest possible cost. Included in this will be all munic- 
ipal employees; police, highway department, teachers, and city offi- 
cials. It is my intention to have the city pay a major portion of the 
cost of this insurance, with the insured continuing to pay some small 
part. 


I want and expect the loyal help and cooperation of all of our city 
officials. We are going into the next two years with, in my opinion, an 
excellent City Council and School Board. On the City Council we have 
five new members: Roland Hebert, Roland Dubois, Roland Dumais, 
Richard Perreault, and Oscar Lemay, They will work in very well with 
Louis Chasse, William Vigneault, Norman Fournier, Ludrope Camire, 
and Richard Gagnon, veteran members. 


Our School Board will also have a good proportion between vet- 
eran members and newcomers. Elizabeth Ball, Lorenzo Ross and Ray- 
mond Vezeau, have been re-elected for another two year term, and will 
serve with Alberic Le Houllier, and Bob English, newly elected mem- 
bers. I will recommend to the City Council the re-appointment of Dr. 
Lionel Bergeron, Rene Morin, and John Beamis, and new appointees 
Yvonne Turcotte, and Jack Fitzmaurice. 


The many problems facing our City during the next few years, 
must be met with courage, and faith in the great future of Somers- 
worth. With the establishment of a Chamber of Commerce, and the 
good long-range planning which can be the result of sincere, close work 
between the Chamber and the city government, this future planning, 
five, ten, even fifteen years ahead, can be a reality. However, I humbly 
ask each and every one of you for your help, and suggestions, because 
great problems can only be solved by the meeting of many minds, Let 
us forget party differences, and selfish interests, and spend all of our 
energy in building, and re-building, our City.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Somersworth Publie Library. 


Herewith is presented a report of work accomplished during the 
year 1958. 
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An endeavor was made to satisfy the demand for current fiction 
and non-fiction. During the year 611 new books were accessioned; these 
titles were carefully selected from thousands of volumes published. 


Our facilities satisfactorily met patron’s requests for information 
as there are up-to-date encyclopedias, yearbooks and reference works 
in the library. The latest encyclopedia is the 1958 ‘‘World Book En- 
cyclopedia” published in 19 volumes. 


No effort was spared to furnish material which was requested. 


Book reports, with biographical sketches of the authors, are availa- 
ble to Somersworth High School students; they have library cards 
making any book available for home reading and they appreciate books 
they borrow for general reading. 


Pupils in Holy Trinity School utilize books on reading lists pre- 
pared by the Diocese of Manchester, and St. Martin’s Academy pupils 
use this library constantly for their reference work. 


Local students who attend the University of New Hampshire use 
owr resources to a great extent. 


The Women’s Society of the First Parish Church selected books 
from a list “Adventures in Reading for 1958” prepared by the N. H. 
Congregational Conference. 


“International Geophysical Year” created much interest in books 
pertaining to the Space Age, some of which were excitingly titled 
“Around the World in 90 Minutes”, ‘Rockets Through Space”, ‘‘Ma- 
rooned on Mars”, “Exploring the Moon”.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
SOMERSWORTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


Gentlemen: 


Our report on the Public Library, the building itself, is not too 
vneouraging. New chairs have been bought adding comfort and appeal. 
However, deserving of immediate action is a dilapidated entrance door, 
a leaky gutter above it, and the lack of an attractive sign indicating 
the library’s location. Of course also deserving sober thought is the 
need for more space, which would allow expanded and specialized 
services and provide the availability of a ground floor. In this respect 
it seems to us that utilizing the whole building would be an adequate 
solution. We feel that the feasibility and wisdom of this project should 
be studied seriously, realizing the many facets attached to the problem. 


As for the service provided by the library to the public, which is 
most important, our report is most gratifying. Living within her budget 
the librarian and her assistants expertly and devotedly cater to the 
needs and wishes of every group and individual. During the past year 
she accessioned 611 books at a bare minimum cost, largely by visiting 
various discount houses on her own time and expense. The library’s 
reference facilities, which are of particular importance, deserve our 
special praise. They include the 1958 ‘‘World Book Encyclopedia” pub- 
lished in 19 volumes. 


In their attempt to remain abreast of the modern techniques and 
improve their proficiency we find Mrs. Savithes attending a district 
meeting and the annual meeting of the “New Hampshire Library As- 
sociation”, and Mrs. Anne Crist, Assistant Librarian, attending a three- 
week Library Institute at Durham. Our appreciation for our “Library 
Staff” can not be overstressed. We wish more people would avail them- 
selves of the services they and our library provide.

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REPORT OF PLAYGROUND DIRECTOR 


To the Honorable Mayor and Members of the Parks & Playgrounds 
Commission: 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Playground Director for the year 
1958. 


The playground staff, consisting of Arlene Jackson, Beth Sanborn, 
Raymond Plante and Paul Hennelly, worked under very trying condi- 
tions the first half of the summer. Nevertheless, a very successful sea- 
son was made possible for over 500 youngsters. Not only did they su- 
pervise and perform their normal duties as playground supervisors 
but they also repaired and painted old equipment; constructed the in- 
terior of the new office and replaced the wire fence around the two 
tennis courts. | recommend a program of improvement and mainte- 
nance of the Playground area for two very obvious reasons: first, to 
give the staff more time for teaching and supervising; second, to pre- 
vent further deterioration of the tennis courts, the baseball diamond 
and other facilities. 


The Somersworth Minor League baseball program, completely su- 
pervised by the playground staff, was one of the finest in the state. 
A total of nine teams—Vic’s Diner, Free Press, Ray’s Market, Emer- 
son’s, Charpentier’s, Rainbow Gardens, Noble Pines, Boosters and Ki- 
wanis—participated and completed a schedule of 16 games. In addition, 
there were two Midget League teams in operation throughout the sum- 
mer so that close to 200 boys participated. At the end of the season 
complete statistics covering 140 minor leaguers were published in the 
Somersworth Free Press. Practically every boy drafted into Little 
League was a graduate of our “farm system”. : 


The Noble Pines Lassies, a girls’ softball team, was organized 
and equipped during the 1958 season. Fifteen uniforms, including at- 
tractive jerseys and caps, a complete set of catcher’s equipment, 6 new 
gloves, a dozen bats and a supply of softballs were purchased. The 
team enjoyed a banner season, winning its share of games in competi- 
tion with other playground teams. 


All other areas of summer playground activities, including basket- 
ball, volleyball, badminton, tennis, croquet, horseshoes, ping pong, 
checkers, football, swimming, arts and crafts, bean bag games, shuffle- 
board, were enjoyed by large numbers in all age groups. In addition, 
field events, trips to several summer camps and to nearby playgrounds, 
all types of shows, and Babe Ruth Baseball in the evenings were added 
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attractions. At the close of the summer a series of tournaments for 
both boys and girls proved to be very popular. The competitors were 
divided into four groups. Midgets, Juniors, Intermediates and Seniors 
ranging from 5 to 16 years of age. 


The members of the playground committee—Mayor Albert J. Na- 
deau, Dr. W. Edmour Precourt, Hector Sirois and Rene Morin—insti- 
gated the movement for a modern and up-to-date building to replace 
the old wooden shacks, a Noble Pines landmark for over 25 years. The 
new cinder-block structure was designed to accommodate rest rooms, 
dressing rooms, storage and equipment areas and an office for the play- 
ground staff. Sanitary and attractive facilities are now available for 
all who frequent the playgrounds. 


I wish to thank all those who helped to make this year a pleasant 
and successful one. I particularly wish to thank the kind neighbors 
who gave us storage space while the new building was being erected. 
I also wish to thank those who donated uniforms for the Minor 
Leagues, and those who made our closing day a success. And, finally, 
thanks to my assistants and to the public at large for their asistance 
and interest.

PLANNING, ZONING, AND 
ADJUSTMENT BOARDS 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council: 
Gentlemen: 


Herein find submitted the annual report of the Planning, Zoning, 
and Adjustment Boards of the City of Somersworth for the year ending 
December 31, 1958. 


The Planning Board held monthly meetings throughout the year. 
The Board realizing the importance of revision of the Zoning ordinance 
concentrated on that whenever the time allowed. Mr. Charles Crandle 
and Miss Louise Hancock of the State Planning and Development 
Board were invited to the February meeting to discuss zoning with 
the board. After a lengthy discussion of zoning problems in other cities 
of the state, Mr. Crandle informed the board that the State Planning 
Board could assist them only by offering criticism of the present ordi- 
nance. A copy of the ordinance was given Mr. Crandle for such criti- 
cism as might be helpful to the board in its work. Up to the present 
time, however, no criticism has been received from the State Planning 
Board. During the year, the Planning Board has adopted amendments 
on garages, fences, and signs which, if adopted by the council will 
make the present ordinance much more specific. The board is still of 
the opinion that the amendment making Green Street a residential 
district should be adopted by the council. 


During the year four plats were presented to the board for ap- 
proval. The preliminary plans were revised by the board and when the 
necessary changes were made, the final plats were accepted and re- 
corded by the Register of Deeds. The plats in question were those of 
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Osear Roy of Route 16, John Ames of West High Street, Albert Four- 
nier of Sunset Drive, and Harvey Bennett of lower Main Street. 


A petition by the residents of West High Street, Sunset Drive, and 
Maple Street Extension was presented to the board by the City Clerk 
for its opinion on the extension of the sewerage system in that area. 
The board voted its approval of the sewerage system being extended 
to service that area if it were built to conform with the plans adopted 
by the State Water Pollution Commission. 


Albert Fournier was appointed to complete the term of Robert 
English who was elected to the school board. E. Elmore Graves was 
reappointed for a term of six years. The board operated within its 
budget and at the end of the year returned to the city its balance of 
two hundred and fifty nine ($259) dollars. 


The Board of Adjustment held nineteen public hearings during the 
year. Of these, six were granted conditionally and thirteen were 
granted without conditional provisions. Edmund Patterson was ap- 
pointed to complete the term of John Beamis who had previously re- 
signed due to health conditions and Joseph Landry was appointed to 
complete the term of Rene Morin who resigned because of work com- 
mitments. 


The members of both boards cannot be complimented too highly 
for the work they have done. Somersworth is fortunate to have servants 
such as these.

STREET COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


Somersworth Highway Department Report 
for year Ending December 31, 1958 


To His Honor, the Mayor, City Council and Citizens of Somersworth: 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1958. A summary of the work accomplished during the 
past year is as follows: 
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Oiling of Streets: The oiling program this year consisted of streets 
that had previously been oiled and were treated with a coat of asphalt 
with the exception of First St., a portion of Drew St. and Pemberton 
Lane which got a penetration coat and a sealer coat. On the following 
streets we performed a Mulch process of oiling and it did prove effec- 
tive toward making them smoother: Green St., Franklin Street from 
West Green to Main, Orange St. and Washington from Court to Main 
St. 


The remainder of our oiling program is as follows: Fayette, Sec- 
ond, Brick, Burke, Lee and Downs Streets, Chesley Ave., Third St., 
Indigo Hill Road (Main to Mill Streets), Indigo Hill Road (Main St. 
to Malley Farm), Bennett, Patricia, Daniel Streets, Alicia Ave., Wiggin 
Court, Mill St., Buffumsville Road, New Dam Hill, Depot, Edmund 
Streets, Lamelin Court, Bartlett Ave., Blackwater Road (High St. to 
Route 16), Horne, Davis, Rowland, Laurier Streets, Memorial Drive, 
2 High School Parking Lots and Cemetery Road from W. High to 
Memorial Drive. 


In addition to this under the T.R.A. Program Whitehouse Road, 
from Route 16 to the Rochester line was widened to 20 feet, two cul- 
verts of 2 feet in diameter were installed and it was also tarred, this 
piece of road is 6/10 of a mile in length. 


Graveling Streets: The following Streets were graveled: Turgeon 
Lane, Woleott Ave., Upper Blackwater Road, Lily Pond Road and the 
road to the wells. 


Rubbish and Garbage Collection: This. phase of Highway duties 
was improved some what with the purchase of a new truck and Packer 
as the 1952: model having had much wear was not able to compact the 
rubbish as greatly as the new Packer, making it necessary to make at 
least 1 load more per day which increased the mileage considerably 
and the new truck has cut down on gas consumption. However, with 
the increasing amount of rubbish to pick-up it still is a full-time work 
week for the three-man crew. 


Playgrounds: This particular phase of our work consisted of the 
usual Spring Clean Up of the Noble Pines and erection of the swings, 
slides etc. We also, during the grass season, cut the Little League 
Fields, in Councilman Fournier’s Field, Softball Field rear of Dover 
Shoe, Sit-In-Park as well as the Triangle at corner of Franklin and 
High Streets. 


Sidewalk Construction and Repair: The Sidewalk Program for 
1958 was much greater than in past years. The original Sidewalk 
Appropriation was $4,000.00. Of this amount $3,564.30 was spent on 
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the following Sidewalks. We made the Cemetery Road sidewalk from 
West High St. to Memorial Drive at the High School. This necessitated 
removing some trees, hauling in much gravel and extending the Culvert 
by 10 feet. The curbing and sidewalk was done by W. J. Vickers Co. 
of Farmington, who built 897 feet of curbing, 950 feet of sidewalk, 6 
feet wide, as well as building three driveway entrances on this project. 
We also built 145 feet of sidewalk on Prospect and Page St., repaired 
some of Linden St., corner of Franklin & High St., Union St., Water 
St., Depot St., Spring St. and Market St. We also removed the brick 
sidewalk on the East side of Elm Street but due to the winter work 
at hand it was necessary to postpone the building of this sidewalk 
to 1959. 


A special appropriation of $2,500.60 was made to build a sidewalk 
on Indigo Hill Road between Main and Green Streets. This sidewalk 
was built with 1117 feet of curbing and 1260 feet of sidewalks five feet 
wide as well as approaches to the driveways on this street. This side- 
walk also required excavation, removal of small trees and much gravel 
being brought in. The cost of this sidewalk was $1,853.10. 


Sanitary Fill: This new phase of Highway Work has been a much 
needed one. We started Sanitary Fill in September and it has proved 
very effective, it has to date completely eliminated the service of the 
Fire Dept. to extinguish numerous fires that kept igniting under the 
old system of Dump Control. A Caterpillar Tractor was purchased for 
Sanitary Fill and a metal building with diesel oil tanks was installed. 
We also put a stove and tank in the building to protect the machine 
from the cold weather condition, we also installed electricity. This 
method of dump control required a full-time operator plus the dump 
supervisor who has been there for years. 


As for winter sand we screened and hauled into the barn and yard 
close to 2400 yards which was not of sufficient amount to cope with the 
icy road conditions. 


We also were faced with an unanticipated expense of temporarily 
repairing the Berwick-Somersworth Bridge which upon inspection by 
State Bridge Engineers showed it needed immediate repairs which cost 
$1,500.00. 


The Sewerage System at the Highway Garage had been giving us 
considerable trouble due to the Septic Tank having deteriorated beyond 
repair. We hired a back hoe to connect the garage sewer to the new 
sewer line crossing West High St. This required much drilling and 
blasting as we struck much ledge in the yard, however, we did put the 
line in and are no longer bothered with water in the grease pit and on 
the garage floor as had been the case the past few years. 
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When men and trucks could be spared fill was hauled in the Forest 
Glade Cemetery enabling us to build a good area of new lots which we 
had not too many of. We hauled in over 5000 yards of gravel through- 


out the year. 


New Equipment: New equipment was greatly needed as little had 


been purchased in 1957. We bought:
